PARK BOARD ASKS 
BIDS ON TREES 
FOR BOULEVARD 


Bide have been asked for by a sub- 
committee of Atlanta’s park board for 
prices on 260 trees with which to refor- 
est North Boulevard in the burned dis- 
trict. 

Tre park board’s sub-committee has 
recommended that property holders on 
other streets in the burned district 
plant shade trees along the property 
lines instead of the curb stone lines. 
The sub-committee points out that the 
trees will obtain more moisture if plant- 
ed along the property lines than if 
planted along the curb stone lines next 
to the sidewalks and hard surface pav- 
ings. 

ids have been asked for North 
Boulevard on European lindens, Eng- 
lish elms, Japanese walnuts and Nor- 
way maples.

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PFORGIA TROOPS 
TRAIN IN FRANCE 
N SOUND OF GUNS 


Officially Announced That 
Guardsmen From Every 
State in the Union Have 
Joined Pershing. 


With the American Army in France. 
November 30.—(By the Associated 
Press.)—National guardsmen from 
every state in the union have arrived 
in France, it is permitted to be an- 
nounced. They are among the troops 
now training, or lately arrived. 

While it is not permitted to disclose 
the identity of units it may be said that 
ali those which sailed from the United 
States have arrived safely and that 
some already are in training within 
sound of the guns on the battle front. 

They are showing a spirit in keeping 
with the purpose to make the American 
expeditionary force a homogeneous 
American army in which each division, 
whether régular, national guard or na- 
tional army, cannot be distinguished 
in efficiency from the others. The 
former state troops are billeted over 
a wide area and are pronounced excel- 
lent soldiers. 

The guardsmen have been arriving in 
the American zone for many weeks. 
They are scattered somewhat, but as 
far as possible the units from the same 
state have been kept close together. 
They found the regular army had made 
good preparations for them and while 
many are billeted in houses in French 
towns, others have been quartered in 
low wooden barracks specially erected. 


Welcomed by French. 

The troops from the various states 
have been recognized by the French 
population and have been welcomed 
enthusiastically. Many of the units 
wore the French red, white and blue 
cockade pinned to their campaign hats. 
After a sufficient time to rest from the 
journey, the troops have been set to 
work training for actual service at the 
front. In all quarters they are de- 
clared to be most enthusiastic and their | 
soldierly qualities have drawn high 
praise from the French instructors. 

During the last few days one unit 
has been working with grenades and 
automatic rifles, while another has 
been working out military problems 
in maneuvers. Another unit has been 
in the instruction trenches which bring 
them as near as possible to actual fight- 
ing conditions. 

The guardsmen are all in good 
health.

NOT A MAN-LOST, 
WASHINGTON SAYS. 


Washington, November 30.—An- 
nouncement of the arrival in France 
of the first national guard units give 
the first official notice that an exten- 
sive troop movement has been accom- 
plished despite hostile submarines, 
shortage of troop and supply ships, and 
other obstacles, but without the loss 
of a man. . 

Thousands of men have been moved 
to the sea board from all parts of the 
country, loaded on transports and safe - 
ly landed in France without any gen- 
eral knowledge of the facts having 


been disclosed to the country at large. 


War department officials were grati- 
fied at General Pershing’s decision to 
announce the arrival of the national 
guard forces, but permission to pub- 
lish the designations of the guard 
units now at the training centers in 
France still is withheld. Unless Gen- 
eral Pershing sees fit to release the in- 
formation, there is no present prospect 
of its publication 
[t can be state, however, that the 
brief dispatch of today covers a large 
movement that has been in progress 
for several weeks. The next stage will 
be actual occupation of front line 
trenches. ’ 

Guard units to be sent later will be 
more sectional in character, the group- 
ing of the old divisional organization 
having been adhered to as closely as 
possible. The entire country, how- 
ever, shares in the honor of having ita 
representative units now at the front 
in the world war. 

More Troops to Go. 

Secretary Baker has announced that 
as fast as men and ships are ready, 
they will be combimed and additional 
forces sent to join General Pershing. 
By this means guard divisions first to 
show themselves fitted for transporta- 
tion to the training camps in France 
will be first to go. : 


It appears possible that the regroup- 
ing of national army divisions, made 
necessary by the use of drafted men 
to fill up depleted national guard di- 
visions, will determine the order of 
the first national army units to be sent 
over. In that regrouping two national 
army divisions were formed, one rep- 
resenting the whole eastern section of 
the country and one equally representa- 
tive of all middle western states. All 
of the far west is already in the na- 
tional army division at Camp Lewis, 
American Lake, Wash. 

If the same policy is followed with 
relation to the national army that has 
been followed in connection with the 
national guard, it seems likely that 
these three divisions, other things such 
as training and equipment being equal, 
would be the first of the national army 


to go over, as every state in the union : 


would then have national army men at 
the front as it now hag national 
guardsmen.

73 MURDERS CHARGED 
TO ‘MURDER SYNDICATE 


Twelve Alleged Members In- 


dicted—Syndicate Controll- 
ed Gambling and Graft. 


New York, November 30.—Twelve in- 
dictments charging murder in the first 
degree were returned by the grand jury 
late today as the result of confessions 
of Ralph Daniello relative to the exist- 
ence of a so-called murder syndicate” 
controlling n and graft in the 
Italian colonies of Greater New York. 
It was learned later that five other 
men were indicted earlier in the week 
for murder in the first degree on Dan- 
iello’s statement to officials of the dis- 
trict attorney’s office that 28 murders, 
had been committed by Italian gangs. 

It was announced that bench war- 
rants had been issued for the 17 indict- 
ed men, but at a late hour it was said 
none of them had deen arrested. 

In his confession Daniello is quoted 
as having said that a gang was re- 
sponsible for the murder of Giuseppe de 
Marco on June 28, 1916, and that arles 
Lombardi, a bystander, was shot down 
at the same time. Daniello.then is sald | 
set about organizing a gang to avenge 
the death of his brother Giuseppe

was a member believed that Salvatore 
de Marco might be able to carry out his 
threat, according to the report of Dan- 
iello’s confession, they cut his throat 
and threw the body under the Queens- 
boro bridge, where it later was found.

Parcel Post Package 
War Revenue Tax Will 
Go Into Effect Today 


The war tax revenue rates on all 
parcel, post packages bearing postage 
aggregating to at least 25 cents be- 
comes effective today. 5 

Beginning Saturday morning. after 
midnight, all parcels matters carrying 
postage amounting to 25 cents, and not 
exceeding 50 cents, will have to bear 
a one-cent war tax revenue stamp. 
Parcels carrying postage above 50 
cents and not greater than 75 cents 


will be taxed two cents, and so on in 


equal ratio throughout. 

Assistant Postmaster John C. Sta- 
ton directed the mailing Friday of the 
new revenue stamps to postmasters 
throughout the state. Stamps were 
mailed to over 200 Georgia postoffices 
Friday. The revenue stamps will be 
sold at all postoffices, sub- stations and 
by all rural and eity “carriers. These 
agencies also will handle war- savings 
certificate stamps and thrift stamps. 

The revenue stamps range in, price 
from one cent to one thousand dollars. 
Thrift stamps will be placed. on sale 
next Monday; as also will war-savings 
certificate stamps. They will be plac- 
ed on sale at banks. and through va- 
rious other agencies, besides those af- 
forded by the postoffices. Certificate 
stamps can be secured during Decem- 
ber and January for $4.12 each. After 
January, 1918, they will increase in 
value one cent each month until De- 


cember, 1922, when they will jump from 


$4.71 to $5.00 in value. They can be 
redeemed, in ash alepy postoffice any 
time desirable, providing ten days’ no- 
tice is given. The principal will be re- 
funded with interest. 

Thrift stamps will sell for 25 cents 
each. They have no cash value in 
themselves alone. Sixteen thrift 
stamps, however, with from 12 to 23 
cents in cash, can be exchanged for one 
war- savings certificate stamp.

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HISTORY REPEATING ITSELF. 


Asked by a New York interviewer a few 
days ago to forecast his state’s next guber- 
natorial election, Crawford Fairbanks, a lead- 
er in Indiana politics for upward of a quarter 
of a century, said that it would be impossible 
at this time to name the next governor of 
any state whose election is as far distant as 
is Indiana’s; that the war has displaced poli- 
tics in people’s minds; that people are not 
considering party principles. But he did 
predict that if the war ends in the mean- 
time the next Hoosier governor will be an 
ex-soldier; and he went on to say that— 


“It is my opinion that if the war contin- 
ues for three years more we will see a 
soldier at the head of almost every 
government in the majority of the states 
in the union. The oald-time politician 
and professional office seekers will be 
forced to the rear; not even amounting to 
as much as a rear guard. The political 
power of the country will have com- 
pletely passed from their control as 
though they were never known in di- 
recting the affairs of state.” 


The men who are now doing the fighting 
in France, said Mr. Fairbanks, and who will 
continue to do the fighting and win our bat- 
tles, will be returning home “within the time 
I specify—all covered with glory— 


and the people will make war heroes of 
them to a man. And, let me tell you, 
sir, there are some mighty smart men in 
the field service of the United States to- 
day—lawyers, doctors, bankers, engi- 
neers, skilled mechanics, and, in fact, 
all kinds of professional and business 
men, manufacturers and captains of in- 
dustry. 

They will develop into good, logical 
orators and rostrum speakers, and their 
stories and recitals of the war and what 
they have seen and endured at the front 
for their country and democracy will 
carry the people off their feet entirely. 
Almost every voter in a voting district 
will have had some relative or close 
friend killed or maimed for life in this 
war, and it will be these voters who will 
decide who will rule our country and 
the various states.’’ 


Undoubtedly there is much to what Mr. 
Fairbanks says. 

History probably will repeat itself, as it 
usually does, and if so the heroes of the 
present struggle will in all probability be 
the political favorites for many years to 
come. 

For more than thirty years following the 
vil war most of the offices, national, state, 
city and county, were held by men who wore 
the uniform of one side or the other in the 
struggle between the states. ;

BOXING IN THE ARMY. 


None will question the propriety of the 
government’s providing boxing instructors 
at the various army cantonments to train 
the young recruits in the “manly art of self- 
defense.” 

Boxing is one of the most vigorous and 
strenuous forms of exercise, and no other 
form of physical culture surpasses it as a 
body developer. More than that, it teaches 
those who engage in it to be quick to see and 
to think, alert to checkmate every move by 


the ‘opponent, and—best of all—to be self- 


fant. 

In this respect, boxing leads all other 
„games,“ unless it be fencing or wrestling. 
It is devoid of all semblance of “team- 
work;” the boxer learns early in his training 
that he stands or falls according to his own 
capabilities; that whatever is done to win, 
he himself must do it; he has no team-mate 
to do it for him, and if he waits long about 
doing it the other fellow is likely to be heard 
from in a way that is not pleasant. 

But there is one phase of boxing instruc 
tion in our army camps which undoubtedly is 
open to criticism, and that is- the selection of 
instructors. 

In almost every instance thus far the men 
given employment as boxing instructors are 
strapping young pugilists, in the very prime 
of life and physical development, and emli- 
nently qualified for service in the. ranks; 
whereas there are plenty of older men—too 
old for draft selection—who would be gla: 
of the opportunity to serve their country as 
boxing instructors for the soldiers, and 
whose boxing experience and more mature 
judgment renders them even better qualified 
for such berths than the young present-day 
“top-notchers” and champions. 

But instead of such old fellows—as, for 
example, Nelson, Wolgast, Sharkey, Corbett, 
ete.—young chaps like Leonard, Gibbons, 
Ritchie, McAllister, Kilbane, etc., in “soft,” 
lucrative billets as boxing instructors, in 
places of security from harm or the smell of 
powder. Champion Hermann had a strenu- 
ous time of it in escaping service after he 
was drawn by conscription; but finally suc- 
ceeded, and has just been employed at an 
army training camp as a boxing instructor! 

And because a man is a champion pugilist 
he is not necessarily an efficient instructor in 
boxing. The world contains a lot of people 
who can do things well, yet who lack the 
ability to impart their knowledge to others. 
And teaching boxing is precisely the same 
as teaching other arts or accomplishments. 

The place for the young fellows of the land, 
especially those of exceptional physical stam- 
ina and endurance—which every champion 
or near- champion pugilist must possess—ts in 
the uniform of the servicé man. 8 

And that is where every one of the young 
boxing instructors now employed by Uncle 
Sam belongs. There is no dearth of compe- 
tent boxing masters of another day who 
would willingly fill their places in the camp 
gymnasiums, and who probably would prove 
more efficient instructors. - - 
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There are no golden streets in the new

Atlanta's Ist Passenger Train; 
Keeping the Record Straight 


Editor Constitution: I notice in The 


Constitution the comments on the death of 


an aged citizen— that he was the only sur- 
vivor of the passengers who rode on the 
first. railroad train from Atlanta—and ‘that 
this train pulled out in the year 1845. 
Possibly your information may be cor- 
rect as to the first passenger train—that 
made the entire trip from Atlanta to Chat- 
tanooga—but the first passenger train that 
ever started from Marthasville, covered the 
distance to Marietta, and except myself and 
Mrs. Hill, of Meriwether cougty, Georgia, 
mother of Hon. Warner Hill, of the supreme 


court of this state, I know of no living 
person who made that journey. As I recol- 
lect, that first excursion trip—to Marietta— 
occurred in the late fall of 1843. It wasa cold, 
raw day, and my parents drove from our 
home to Decatur, took dinner at Thompson's 
hotel and then went on to Marthasville, 
with the crowd of Georgia notables who had 
gathered to inspect the workings of the very 
first state railroad in the entire south. 

My little sister was left at home with 
my married uncle and his bride, and my

London.— The records of bravery in the 
French army during the war contain many 
remarkable instances of the possession by 
the Gallic troops of a quality which the 
Anglo-Saxon in his pride is often inclined 
to arrogate exclusively to himself. It is the 
capacity for “sticking it.” 

British soldiers have won the V. C. for 
deeds that, in the telling, at any rate, seem 
no more marvelously heroic than feats for 
which the French soldier has to be content 
with a mere “mention in dispatches” (cita- 
tion a l’ordre de l'armee). If any private 
citizen possesses a complete set of the “Bul- 
letin of the Armies” issued by the French 
government, and containing all the men- 
tions and decorations, he has the most amaz- 
ing record of heroism in the history of the 
world. 

All the records in the pages of the bul- 
letin are not sensational. There are many 
like this: 

“A good soldier at the front since the 
beginning. Has always done his duty cour- 
ageously. Severely wounded.” 

That is a tribute to solid work, with no 
theatrical deed to make it stand out. It 
is characteristic of the logical French mind 
that this unromantic heroism should be hon- 
ored as publicly as the beau geste.” It is 
equally characteristic that examples of the 
power of sticking it should be numerous. 

There is the case of the Zouavre Pierre 
Arquey. The section to which he was at- 
tached was subjected to a particularly vio- 
lent attack with poison gas. He suffered 
as severely as any of the section, but he 
kept his wits about him, and by sheer will- 
power fetched assistance. 

One of the most remakrable feats of en- 
durance was performed by a corporal of a 
French infantry regiment, Louis Hermitte. 
After a German attack in December, 1916, he 
went out of the trench and drove back 
the enemy by hurling hand grenades among 
them. He dug himself in there, in a lit- 
tle corner quite close to the German line, 
and stayed there for several days carrying 
out reconnaissances of a most daring and 
dangerous character both by night and day. 
One would have expected that the Legion 
of Honor would be the very least he would 
receive. Actually, he onty received the Mil- 
itary Medal, 

No Time fer Private Grief. 

Tenacity of another kind was shown by 
an artilleryman, Gilles Laurent. His bat- 
tery was struck and a shell dump set on 
fire. Many men were buried by the explo- 
sion, and he rushed to dig them out. In the 
very first victim whose remains he dragged 
away he recognized his own brother. But 
that was no time for private grief, and for 
many hours he toiled on in perpetual danger 
himself to rescue any who were still liv- 
ing beneath the wreckage. 

The French army has a quaint but rather 
pretty custom of “mentioning” either an en- 
tire regiment, or the personnel of some par- 
ticular section. In one of the bulletins I 
noticed “the personnel of the battery and 
the telephone operators of the Seventh bat- 
tery, Seventeenth Artillery regiment” men- 
tioned for “the. most splendid example of 


sbravery” in sticking it for a month in a 


position violently bombarded by heavy ar- 
tillery and contributing by their good work 
to the success of a French attack. In an- 
other case the First regiment of infantry 
and the 20ist were specially mentioned en 
bloc for their good work alike in offense 
and defense. 


In many cases, of course, these mentions 
are really won by the example of one man, 
and one could hardly find a better example 
of this than the story of Captain Hayez who 


served in one of the French colored regi- 
ments. He and his men were besieged in a 
little fortified outpost’ of the French line, 
by vastly superior forces, They repulsed 
every attack, they rejected every summons 
to surrender. 6 example of Captain Hayes 
kept the black marksmen in good spirits 
although he had a fifth of the 
is company, he launched an 
attack against a German position that was 
very solidly organized and captured it from 
them. All the time he and his little troop 
were reduced to their iron rations, for no 
provisions could be got up to them, but they 
He thoroughly.

commander later pinned on his breast. 
Colored Troops Win Distinction. 

The colored troops of France have won 
many distinctions in the war and have shown 
themselves. impervious to suffering. On one 
page alone of a recent bulletin there were 
five cases. mentioned of Algerian and Senega- 
lese soldiers, men born in a hot climate and 
quite unusued to frost and snow, who re- 
mained at their posts under heavy fire and 
fought bravely, though all of them were 
frost-bitten, so badly in two cases that both 
legs had to be amputated subsequently. In 
two other cases the men lost a leg each. 
One of these men endured the agony of frost 
bite and of terrific-German attacks for nine 
successive days without giving in, and an- 
other, with hands and feet frozen, yet fought 
with such fury. that he captured several 
German machine guns apa single-handed 
brought back 60 Germans 4s prisoners. 

Heroic self-répression that. must rank 
high among the great deeds of the war was 
shown by a French brigadier, Monsieur An- 
toine d’Elloy. He was out with some men 
on an important reconnaissance before the 
front lines one night when he was severely 
wounded. With a stoicism that is rare he 
prevented himself from uttering a sound, 
even a faint groan, while he was picked 
up and carried back to the French lines in 
order that he should not betray the presence 
of the scouting force, and so bring down 
on it the fire of the enemy. 


Wounded Men Fight On. 


Instances of men. who were wounded and 
still carried on are too nunmerous in the 
annals of all the allied armies to be spe- 
cially mentioned, but there is one story in 
the French records that stands by itself. It 
is the tale of two South American boys, 
brothers, named Goyeneche. They were 
Chileans but they went to France at the be- 
ginning of the war and volunteered for 
service. One of them, Jules, soon fell ill, 
and the medical authorities recommended 
him for discharge. He refused to accept the 


verdict, and although he was barely conva- 


lescent, went back to the front line. There, 
on May 7, 1916, he was the first to notice 
that a German Darrage was lifting. He 
called out a warning to the other men in 
the dugouts and then sprang onto the fire 
step. He saw the German infantry ap- 
proaching and called the section to arms, 
and as the words ieft his mouth he was shat- 
tered to death by a shell. His brother 
George was at his side and was badly wound- 
ed. The officer wanted to send him back to 
the dressing station, but the young Chilean 
replied: “My brother has given hig life for 
France. Even if I have to do the same, I 
shall stick to my post to the end.” 

After some time, however, his condition 
became so bad that there was nothing for 
it but to carry him away to hospital. 

Hard fighting calls in greater measure 
for the power to stick it than sea warfare, 
since naval engagements rarely last more 
than a few hours. I may, perhaps, be al- 
lowed to cite two instances of the seaman’s 
grit, however, to complete this brief sur- 
vey. Both occurred in the battle of Jut- 
land. Sir David B reported that a 
temporary volunteer lieutenant, P. Harrison, 
did work with the fire brigade in one of the 
ships that “was beyond praise. He was 
gassed ly, but continued work, until noon 
the next — 3 debris, etc., and only 
gave up when his lungs would stand no 
more.” The other case was, that of Car- 

nter Lieutenant J. N. Matheson, of whom:

“An old lady,” writes one of our readere 
and we are at once alert for a good story 
—“gave me a preparation which she says 


has cured a great many people of piles. The 


preparation follows: One quart of honey, 
seven teaspoonfuls each of powdered rosin, 
sulphur and cream of tartar. Dose, a tea- 
spoonful after each meal for two weeks, then 
twice a day. I would appreciate your candid 
opinion regarding this preparation. What ef- 
fect has the rosin, the sulphur and the cream 
of tartar?” 

The sulphur tends to act as a mild laxe- 
tive and make the dejecta soft and non- 
irritating. The cream of tartar (bitartrate 
of potassium) is a saline cathartic which 
acts precisely like all other kinds of “salts.” 
The rosin, we fancy, is included in the recipe 
for the purpose of camouflage, at least we 
can conceive no other purpose. The honey, 
though very liberal, is itself laxative, and a 
pleasant vehicle in which to swallow the 
mixture. How long one would have to con- 
tinue with the medicine twice a day, your 
directions do not state, but we should esti- 


mate about 200 years, in order to cure the 
slightest case of piles. The mixture is abso- 


lutely harmless, and would tend to give 
some relief in an attack of piles. Anything 
which relieves an “attack” of pilee—which 
means inflammation of the pile or piles—is 
popularly imagined to be a cure. But vwari- 
cose or swollen and dilated veins about the 
lower end of the alimentary canal are quite 
as incurable as are varicose veins anywhere 
else, excepting by radical surgery. 

One subject to piles usually has “attacks” 
at varying intervals, long or short according 
to one’s compliance with the rules of per- 
sonal hygiene.

WILLIAM F. CHANDLER 
GOES INTO THE BEYOND 


He Was Regarded as Father 
of Modern U. S. Navy. 


14 Years in Senate. 


Concord, N. H., November 30.—Wil- 
liam Eaton Chandler, who as secre- 
tary of the navy in President Arthur's 
cabinet was largely responsible for the 
beginning of the modern United States 
navy, died at his home here today.

President Lin- 
coln appointed him solicitor and judge 
advocate general of the navy in 1865, 
and three months later he became first 
assistant secretary of the treasury. 

While secretary of the navy, Mr. 
Chandler organized the expedition 
which, under the command of Captain 
Winfield S. Schley, went to the relief 
of the Greely Arctic exploration party. 

Fourteen years of service in the 
United ‘States senate ended when Mr. 
Chandler was defeated for renomina- 
tion in 1901 by Henry E. Burnham. 
His radical views on railroad legisla- 
tion, which brought him in opposition 
to republican party leaders, were re- 
sponsible for this defeat. During the 
remainder of his life Mr. Chandler 
made many attacks on what he con- 
sidered the undue influence exerted by 
railroads in New England politics. His 
last federal position was that of pres- 
ident of the Spanish War Claims com- 
mission, to which he was named by 
President McKinley in 1901 and reap- 
pointed by President Roosevelt. 

Mr. Chandler's legal talent was dis- 
played when, as chief counsel, he car- 
ried through many stages in state and 
federal courts the suits in which it 
Was sought to break the will of Mrs. 
Mary Baker G. Eddy, founder of the 
Christian Science church.

This Army Organization 
Headed by Many of Ten- 
nessee’s Leading Physi- 
cians Now at Fort Mc- 
Pherson En Route to 
“Somewhere in France.” 


The officers of the Vanderbilt Uni- 


versity hospital unit, organized at 
Nashville and called into active serv- 
fee, will be tendered a reception Sat- 
urday afternoon by Mr. and Mrs. 
Robert F. Maddox at their country 
home, “Woodhaven.” These officers, 
now at the base hospital at Fort Me- 
Pherson as a temporary attachment 
prior to an early departure for France, 
are among the leading physicians in 
Tennessee. Major Richard A. Barr, the 
commander of the unit, is, indeed, one 
of th® most famous surgeons in the 
south. To meet these men, who have 
sacrificed large practices to enter the 
service of their country, a large num- 
ber of Atlanta’s and Georgia’s most 
prominent physicians have been in- 
vited. ‘The reception at the Maddox 
home will not only be a reunion of @ 
great many old acquaintances among 
the medical profession, but an oppor- 
tunity for many of the leading prac- 
titioners to meet these distinguished 
medical men who are under orders for 
“over sea” service, and who will pos- 
sibly very shortly leave for the hos- 
pitals being established by the Amer- 
ican forces along the fighting fronts 
Composed vf Volunteers. 

The unit is composed of volunteers 
entirely—men, young and old, who 
gave up practices, positions, homes 
and families; and not alone men, but a 
large number of women, who go as 


nurses to minister to the wounded and 
broken bodies of their brothers. 

At the departure of this unit from 
Nashville a few evenings ago, on the 
first leg of the journey abroad, five

ered at a public demonstration to bid 
them Godspeed, and to show their ap- 
reciation of the patriotism that had 
nspired them to volunteer for the 
service: The governor was there

meeting in fact to do honor to an or, 
ganization truly the representatives of 
a great state. It was held in the big 
auditorium in that city, decorated with 
American flags and the Red Cross. 

The first floor was opened to the 
general public and long before 8 o’clock 
when the program commenced the seats 
were filled with fathers and mothers 
and families of the men and women 
for whom the mass meeting was ar- 
ranged, and of the fighting men who 
have gone before. 

Many Students Present, 

The balcony was filled with students 
of the Nashville schools, girls who 
sang “Keep the Home Fires Burning, 
Vanderbilt students who kept those of 
the unit constantly aware of the spirit 
of the university they represent. One 
section was reserved for students of 
Fisk university. 

But perhaps most-inspiring was the 
sight of the fifty or more gray-clad 
veterans of the civil war, who. realize 
more than any what sacrifices mem- 
bers of the unit are making, and, too, 
who realize more than any others rep- 
resented there what the sacrifice of 
those men and women mean to the men 
on the firing line, and the men who 
will be on the firing line. 

The meeting opened with the singing 
of “The Star Spangled Banner,’’ after 
which ‘the invocation was said by the 
Rev. James I. Vance, who prayed that 
members of the unit be spored to re- 
turn to their homes. . 

Governor Tom C. Rye then paid a 
tribute to the courage and patriotism 
manifested in the organization of the 
unit, the courage and patriotism that 
has made Tennessee the Volunteer 
State. | 

“I hate with all mM heart, with all 
my mind, with all my body and wi 
all my soul the causes which dragg¢d 
the United States into this world war, 
‘and which bring you here tonight,” 
said Governor Rye. “But I love with 
every fibre of my being that patriot- 
ism and that courage that Tennessee 
always has manifested.” - 

“This Vanderbilt unit is a represen- 
tative of that volunteer spirit that has 
made Tennessee famous. In their go- 
ing they are making the supreme sac- 
rifice that the spirit of the Volunteer 
state always will be retained. 

“Across the seas lies the great em- 
pire of Germany, that modern Sodom 
and Gomorrah, now waiting for the 
coming vengeance. I pray God that 
each one of those here will be spared 
and will return to us here when that 
retribution has fallen.“ 

And when the storm of applause that 
greeted Governor Rye's talk had sub- 
sided the Vanderbilt boys were heard 
singing, “We'll Hang aiser William 
to the Sour Apple Tree.”

However, Tech owes directly to the 
war the fact that its strength and po- 
sition have gained recognition outside 
of the south. 

If war had not come Penn. would 
have retained the game with the Army 
and would not have gone to Atlanta; 
the Carlisle Indians would have played 
some northern team on the date of 
their defeat by Tech, and W. and lL 
might not have been met. 

Georgia Tech is the first southern 
football team to gain national leader- 
ship and earn national recognition. 
The south may have had great elevens 
in the past—in fact to southerners fa- 
miliar with football both here and in 
Dixie some of M. J. Donahue’s Auburn 
teams of previous years have loomed 
up on à par with the best in this sec- 
tion, but it was left to a war year to 
develop Dixie’s first American cham- 
pion. ith the help of northern coach- 
ing and a general revision of sport and 
scholastic standards the south has made 
giant strides on the gridiron. We hope 
it does not slip back. 

Second to Georgia Tech in the na- 
tional aspect of football, but first in 
the east, stands Pittsburg. There is 
no questioning the sectional leadership 
of Glenn Warner’s team, which last 
Thursday completed its third succes- 
sive season without a defeat. Pitt. won 
the eastern title last year, too, and it 
would have retained the honors in even 
more sensational style had this beén a 
peace year.

BOVERNMENT TO AI 
N ADJUSTING LABOR 


Bureau on Industrial Service 


He is. 


Created Bureau Will Probe 
Labor Problems. 


Washington, November 30.—Prepa- 
rations for greater governmental aid 
in adjusting labor supply to war needs 
were put under way today by the Coun- 
cil of National Defense, with the ap- 
pointment of L. C. Marshall, dean of 
‘the School of Commerce and Admin- 
istration of the University of Chicago. 
as chief of a newly-created section on 
industrial service. 

The new section will undertake pre- 
liminary investigation of the increasing 
number of labor problems arisirg. in 
direct ratio to the growing demands 
for war supplies. 

Objects of the Inquiry. 

This inquiry, it is announced, will 
have four main objects: 

To determine present and probable 
future demand for labor in war in- 


dustries. 

To determine in connection with the 
priorities committee of the war indus- 
tries board the relative priorities of 
the labor demand. 

To arrange for the supplying of the 
demand through the department of la- 
bor or such other governmental or 
civilian agencies as can best meet the 
demands. 

To determine the needs for dilution 
of labor, including the introduction of 
women into industry, and to recom- 
mend policies to be followed in regard 


thereto, 

When the facts have been establish- 
ed in the case of labor shortage handi- 
capping any line of industry the coun- 
cil will look to representatives of the 
workers to supply available men. The 
section on industrial service will have 
functions comparable to the duties of 
the war industries board, and will 
bring to the defense council digested 
information from all government de- 

artments regarding labor questions, 

ut will not have power to take execu- 
tive action. 

Everything suggestive of coercion or 
conscription of labor apparently ia be- 
ing avoided by the council. mploy- 
ment agencies of the department of 
labor still will be utilized in item pices 
workers, but otherwise it is expecte 
the representatives of the workers 
themselves will be relied on to recruit 
the civilian army needed to back up 
the fighting men, 


Labor Federation to Ald. 


The American Federation of Labor 
has promised to oo-operate and will 
send officials here to confer with the 
council. Semi-official Yanpor commit- 
tees attached to the council also will 
assist. 

Except in the case of shipyards and 
railroads ,it is said, there has been no 
serious shortage of workers as yet in 
any of the industries directly related 
to military operations, Dut as the army 
expands and with it the need for sup- 
plies, it is expected many factories 
will need hundreds of additional men. 
At the same time n is ex- 
pected to result in other lines of work 
not essential to the conduct of the 
war and which will be forced to cur- 
tail 3 by lack of materials 
and less purchasing of non-essentials 
by the public. It will be the task of 
the section on industrial service, aided 
by union officials, to adjust the need 
for men to the men needing work. 

Announcement of Mr. Marshall's ap- 
pointment disclosed that he has been 
working on labor problems for the war 
department. The announcement said: 

“Mr. Marshall recently has given his 
time to the special consideration of la- 
bor matters affecting certain procure- 
ment divisions of the war department, 
and thus takes up the new work with 
broad general information and spe- 
cial detailed knowledge of a number 
of the more pressing problems.”

New York, November 30.—The cotton 
market has shown continued firmness 
during the past week, although ad- 
vances have met considerable realizing 
and there have been reports of an 
easier spot basis. Very few notices were 
issued against December contracts, 
while several local and southern firms 
seemed ready to receive tenders, and 
that delivery sold up to 30.50 on Mon- 
day, the highest price touched by any 
contract in the trading here since the 
autumn of 1869. | 

Reactions of about 45 to 60 points fol- 


lowed, owing to the talk of increased 
southern spot offerings and pre-holi- 
day realizing, but Liverpool showed de- 
cided strength over Thanksgiving day. 
and the highest prices of the season 
were touched January and later 
months during today’s trading. Janu- 
ary sold at 29.83, compared with 25.26, 


the low level reached on the reaction 
of late last month. Increasing confi- 
dence in the smaller estimates of the 
crop, the continued activity of domestic 
mills, and the continued steadiness of 
southern spot markets were the fac- 
tors on s advance. 

Houses with both Liverpool and do- 
mestic mill connections have been 
prominent buyers, particularly on re- 
actions. The Liverpool buying has been 
attributed to covering hedges as cotton 
has arrived on the other side, while do- 
mestic mills are believed to be buying 
futures as a hedge against raw ma- 
terial requirements. 
Manufacturers in this country are 
said to be able to sel goods for for- 
ward delivery at prices showing at- 
tractive profits over present raw cotton 
quotations, and the risk of underwrit- 
ing mill requirements has served to 
check speculative selling for short ac- 
counts. 

Private crop estimates issued during 
the week have ranged from about 10,- 
500,000 to 11,258,000 bales, excluding 
linters. Estimates of southern cotton 
exchange members so far received have 
averaged in the neighborhood of 10,700,- 
000 “bales.

_ Condemnation of Russ 
_ Radicals—President Fears 
Danger of Causing Reac- 
tion Favorable to Ger- 
many. 


Washington, November 30.—Realiza- 


tion of the great danger of causing a 


reaction in Russia favorable to the 
central powers by intervention in the 
political affairs of the new democracy 
has caused administration officials 
here to sound a note of warning against 
hasty condemnation of the Bolsheviki. 

Back of what is described as a tol- 
erant policy in dealing with Russia 
apparently not only is a purpose to 
demonstrate faith in the utlimate sta- 
bilization of the democracy, but a faint 
hope that the extremist faction which 
is for the moment in control of the 
seat of government at Petrograd, will 
refrain from. violating Russias treaty 
pledges to the entente allies and make 
A separate peace. So long as there 
is a possibility that these overtures 
will fail because of the apparently ir- 
reconcilable differences between the 
Bolsheviki peace scheme founded | on 
“no annexation and no indemnities 
and the German demands for compen- 
sation and “adequate safeguards for 
the future,” it is regarded as bad poli- 
cy to exert any pressure from the out- 
side at this stage. To do so, it is be- 
lieved, would only tend to solidify the 
various elements around the Petro- 
grad regime.

An additional reason for maintaining 
an attitude of watchfulness and reserve 
in Washington is found in the fact that

No surprise is felt in diplomatic cir- 
cles here at the speedy acceptance by 
Germany and Austria of the Lenine pro- 
posals. It had been assumed that with 
no intention whatever of accepting any 
of the substantial demands of the Bol- 
sheviki, the German and Austrian chan- 
cellories would not miss this great op- 
portunity to eliminate Russia as an of- 
fensive military force for the many 
days, weeks, or even months, during 
which the skilled German diplomatists 
might protract the negotiations for an 
armistice and peace. 

May Release German Troops. 

In the meantime, of course, there 
may be released for active service 
against the British, French and Ital- 
ians on the west front hundreds of 
thousands of soldiers maintained on 
the eastern front. 

It will be for the inter-allied confer- 
ence in Paris to devise some means of 
tie ee te this German scheme, pos- 
sibly by influencing the Bolsheviki ele, 
ment itself through an exposition of 
the duplicity and real aims of the Ger- 
mans or by recourse to the elements 
in Russia represented by General 
Kaledines and other leaders who have 
refused to acknowledge the control of 
the maximalists. The letter of Lord 
Lansdowne suggesting a moderation of 
the allied war aims, which has aroused 
such a bitter feeling in England, may, 
in the opinion of some of the diplo- 
matic officials here, prove a powerful 
factor in holding the Bolsheviki within 
the entente allied circle by letting them 
perceive that their own doctrines re- 
garding peace are not lacking in sup- 
port among entente statesmen.
